About 320 men are working on this ship, and are making good progress re-laying the 
decks. The vessel seems to be designed partly as freighter and partly as passenger 
ship, since a count of the cabins reveals that she will be able to carry approxi- ":

a. The wiring of this ship had to be renewed as it had so deteriorated that the 
crew's quarters had to be lit by kerosene lamps. The boilers have been taken 
out and the boiler rooms cleaned, The stuffing box has been made watertight. 
The deck planks and companionways are to some degree rotten, ard the life- 
“boats are not seaworthy. Furthermore,the degaussing girdle has been badly 
damaged,, a few of the cables having been severed. These cables will be 
covered with rubber insulation, although the possibility remains that the 
old girdle will be replaced by a new one.
